There are comparatively . few 
racecourses for motorcar orcycle 
races in the world. For this kind 
af sport the main roads are used 
asa general rale, A special race- 
course for cars has, however, been. 
built at Grunewald, near Berlin, 
conaisting of two parallel courses 
connected by great: curves ot 
both ends.”
